His Brother, General Manager of 
the Grand Trunk Railroad, 
Made Restitution.

Accused Afflicted With Heart 
Disease and May Not Live 
to Stand Trial. 


Hias Been Cashier of the Post-Office 
Eighteen Years, and Nothing Was 
Suspected Until the Washington 
Clerks Discovered an Error 
in a Balance Sheet. 


David H. Hays, for eighteen years cashier 
of the St. Louis Post-office, was arrested 
Friday morning, charged with the embezz- 
glement of $15,003.34. 

The information. was sworn to by In- 
spector Joe Johnston of the St. Louis divi- 
gion. 

Mr. Hays was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner James Craig at 11 
o'clock. With him was his attorney, Fred 
Lehman, and his brother, C. M. Hays, 
General Manager of the Grand Trunk Raill- 
way, formerly General Manager of the Wa- 
bash. 

The accused, by his attorney, waived ex- 
amination and was held to the Federal 
Grand-jury in the sum of $3,000. He at 
once left the Commissioner's office and 
went to his home in Webster. 

The prisoner was accompanied to the 
Federal bullding by his physician. He is 
in extremely delicate health, being afflicted 
with heart trouble, and the doctor said he 
feared his patient might never be able to 
stand trial. 

The shortage has been made good. The 
full amount, $15,003.34, was paid into the 
cashier's office Thursday night by C. M. 
Hays, brother of the accused, who con- 
tributed the entire sum fsom his own for- 
tune, in order that those who appeared on 
his brothers’ bond might not suffer from 
the defalcation. 

As announced exclusively in the Post- 
Dispatch Thursday, the examination of 
the books at the Post-office was completed 
Thursday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock. Mr. 
Cc. M. Hays had been in close touch with 
the officials and he was notified at once 
that @ shortage had been discovered and 
was told the amount. 

He asked that the cashier’s office be held 
open later than usual, that he might make 
restitution. This was agreed to. by the in- 
spectors and by Postmaster Carlisle, and 
at 7 o'clock the manager of the Grand 
Trunk handed the entire amount over the 
counter and obtained @ receipt therefor. 

It had been the intention to arrest Mr. 
Hays Thursday night, but this prompt act 
of restitution caused the Bt. Louis officers 
to delay action. 

The cashier had been under surveillance 
Bince Sunday, and they knew it would be 
impossible for him to escape, even should he 
80 wish. 

Full particulars were telegraphed to 
“Washington, and the reply was received 
Friday morning. It was to the effect that 

the prosecution should be proceeded with 
as if no restitution had been made. 

At 8 o’clock Inspector Johnston appeared 
before Commissioner Gray and swore to 
@n information, the first paragraph of 
which reads:

William Meinecke, 62 years old, was cow- 
hided at noon Friday by Mrs. Mathilde 
Little at the corner of Lafayette avenue 
and Broadway.

She stood on the corner and waited. 

She had been waiting but a moment when 
the man she was seeking approached the 
epot where she stood.

RUMORS OF PEACE. 


It Is Reported That Greece Would Like 
to Cry Quits. 


LONDON, April 30.—All the talk now, 
gays the Daily Mail's Berlin correspondent, 
is of the intervention of the powers. Even 
Germany wishes to save Greece from the 


consequences of defeat, and it is said in 
Berlin official circles that the powers will 
intervene of their own initiative if Greece 
Goes not invite them. 

According to a dispatch from Constanti- 
nople to the Lokal Anzeiger, the Sultan will 
accept the following conditions as the basis 
for peace: The withdrawal the Greek 
troops from Crete and the re-establishment 
of the frontier of 1831, Greece to be ex- 
cluded from all the advantages of capitula- 
tions and to pay indemnity. 

The Rome correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle says it is asserted at the Italian 
foreign office that Greece has privately ad- 
dressed France, England and Russia for the 

urpose of invoking their mediation be- 
ween her and Turkey. 

Mr. Henry Norman, the Daily Chronicle's 
correspondent at Athens, says: 

“IT have the very best reason to believe 
that Greece is now disposed to recall ber 
forces from Epirus and even to evacuate the 
island of Crete. Two hundred thousand 
Women and children are homeless and 
destitute in Thessaly and the Government 
is unable to relieve their needs.”’ 


BERLIN, April 30.—The Frankfort Zeltung

CZAR AND FRANCIS JOSEPH. 


They Are Pleased With the Balkan 
States’ Behavior.

He was buried at 10:3 a. m. Friday at 
the Quarantine cemetery. The remains 
must stay there ten years. The rules of 
the Health Department do not permit the 
bodies of persons who die from _coritagious 
diseases to be raised under that time and 
then only in the months of December, Jan- 
uary and February. 

McCanaha told Dr. Woodruff when he 
first arrived at Quatantine that he had a 
brother in the insufAnce business at Hills- 
boro, Ill., but no other relatives. 

Tony Bornero,who was McCanaha’s room- 
mate at 1408 Pine street, was at the Heaith 
Department when word of the boy’s death 
arrived. He left immediately to notify the 
brother in Hillsboro. 

Nora Williams, the girl who was taken 
down Tuesday night, is doing well.

McConaha, is no longer a guest at the Si. 
Nicholas otel. He also treated Albert 
Bushnell, who, the hotel people believe, had 
varioloid, and from whom McCanaha is sup- 
posed to have contracted the . 

The doctor is now stopping at the Plan- 
ter’s. When asked why he had changed his 
boarding place he said: 

“I have been considering a change for 
some time.’’

OPPOSITION CAUCUS HELD. 


Eighty-eight Members Who Will Vote 
Against the Measures and Help 
to Defeat Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 30.—The 
Humphrey railroad bills are doomed in the 
Hiouse. A meeting last night was held 
and fifty-two Democratic and Republican 
members, all determined fighters on the 
floor, expresseé4 themselves in opposition 
to the measures. Thirty-six other mem- 
bers were vouched for. This makes &— 
ten more than enough to defeat the meas- 
ures.

Mr. Needles, on taking the chair, stated 
that the meeting was held for the purpose 
of giving the members who were opposed 
to the bills known as the Humphrey meas- 
ures a general discussion. 

Mr. LaMonte said that he wished to + 
on record as unalterably opposed to the 
bills and asked that the secretary call the 
roil of the members present. 

Mr. Schwab suggested that as many mem- 
bers who were opposed tc the bills were un- 
able to be present at the meeting that it 
would be well for members present to vouch 
for those whom they knew were opposed to 
the bills 

The Secretary then proceeded to call the 
roll and the following members answered to

After the roll call was verified Mr. Shana- 
han said that as there were so many mem- 
bers present it would be well to have the 
lawyers who were present to explain the 
merits of the bills if there were any and the 
many demerits. 

Mr. Cochran (Rep.) said: ‘“‘These bills 
are worse than they were two years ago. 
They are now clothed in a more objec- 
tionable garb. The greatest objection that 
I see to them is that they propose to change 
a policy which we have been living under 
for years. The present Constitution is 
against special legislation. Since the adop- 
tion of it everything that can possibly be 
left to municipal government has been. 
These bills take away the right to grant 
franchises and bestow it on three per- 
eons, which in my judgment | = | 
very violent and dangtrous policy to pursue. 
The question as to whether Aldermen are 
corrupt or not is not a question for us 
to deal with. When we take away the 
right of a municipal government we con- 
feas to the weakness of that government. 
The people of Chicago are well able to 
govern their own affairs. To pass these bills 
would be to say that local self government 
is a failure. 

“No amendment could be made to any bill 
that looks to taking away the right of 
eeif control that I would vote for. Al- 
though I am a temperance man, I would 
not vote to take away the right of a mu- 
nicipal a. to grant a license. I 
‘am willing to vote for a bill to regulate 
municipal government but not for a bill 
that proposes to legislate for them. My 
greatect objection is to the pelicy of 
these bills. The giving away of a fran- 
chise by the Legislature which they do not 
own is wrong. The proposition has been 
advanced that these franchises are bartered 
and sold as merchandise. If this is true 
the oe should elect aldermen who would 
not sell their franchises, but it is not a 
question for the Legislature to dea) with.” 

Messrs. Booth, Daugherty, Lamonte and 
Alschuler spoke in opposition to the bills. 

It was decided to hold another caucus on 
Tuesday evening. 

A resolution was adopted pledging the 
members to do everything in their power 
to pring about the defeat of the bills. 

Mr. Btoskopf and Mr. Schwab spoke 
againet the bills. Then the caucus ad- 
journed till Tuesday evening.

GETTING TOGETHER 
ON A TICKET. 


FILLEY’S SCHOOL BOARD SLATE 
WILL BE OPPOSED. 


MERIWETHER MEN ACTIVE. 


They Want to Name Six Members of 
the Ticket, One to Bea 
Woman. 


The proposition of the so-called new 
Democratic Executive Committee represent-

Instructions Issued by Supt. Kirk Re- 
garding Examinations for 
Certificates, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 9.—State 
Superintendent of Public Schools John R. 
Kirk to-day gave out the following circular 
letter: 

Public examfnations of applicants for 
State certificates will be held as follows: 

Carthage High School, Friday and Sat- 
urday, May 21 and 22 ’ 

Kansas City High School, 
Saturday, May 28 and 29. 

Cape Girardeau Normal School, Monday 
and Tuesday, May 81, June 1. 

St. Louis High School, Friday and Sat- 
urday, June 4 and 6. 

Applicants holding second or third grade 
State certificates and desiring certificates 
of higher grades wiil be given credit for 
subjects covered by the certificates which 
they already hold, provided such certifi- 
cates are still in force. No credit will be 
given for grades 
certificates issued. 

In the case of parties desiring credit for 
subjects covered by certificates secured 
ahoed to 18%, the right of examination in at 
east three subjects covered by the lower 
certificate is reserved. 

Parties falling in any examination will 
be allowed one year’s credit for all subjects 
in which their grades are 9 or more. 

Three grades of certificates are issued. 

The requirements are as follows: An ap- 
plicant for a State certificate shall give 
evidence of a knowledge of orthography, 
reading, penmanship, arithmetic, grammar 
and composition, geography, United States 
history, civil government, physiology, 

sychology. Other requirements are as 
ollows:

Why do bank clearances, as 4 rule, 
show decreases over last year? Why is 
the volume of transactions in the steel 
and iron trade so small, and prices for 
everything in the metal schedules 80 
low ? 

These questions are important in view 
of the actual presence of the conditions 
which the country was told last year 
were necessary to prosperity. Accord- 
ing to the Globe-Democrat these condl- 
‘tions have been here for some time, but 
in Thursday's issue of that paper their 
presence is asserted in these. strong 
words: 

The one country in the world which can 
spare any gold at the present time is the 
United States. This country has more of 
it than she can make profitable use of. 
Thanks to that overthrow of the 50c dol- 
lar party last year, this country’s financial 
system is on a solid basis once more. A 
year or two ago we were buying gold from 
Europe. At present we can safely sell a 
féw millions of it to any nation which is in 
need. 

THis being so, why do we continue to 
have suspensions of banks and fallures 
of commercial houses? Why is there a 
want of confidence which prevents in- 
vestment of capital? Why is not con- 
fidence restored on the basis of millions 
of dollars in gold coin locked up in 
bank and treasury vaults? Why do real 
estate prices languish, and why are in- 
vestors with confidence in the future of 
values hard to find? 

We have gold to spare. “This coun- 
try.” says the Globe-Democrat, “has 
more gold than she can make profitable 
use of.” In addition to that condition, 
all danger of silver “inflation” and “re- 
pudiation” isover. Still we go on break- 
ing banks, closing the doors of old mer- 
cantile establishments and selling our 
property at a sacrifice. 

The gold is here. Where is the con- 
fidence and prosperity that were to come 
with it?

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FILLEY AND HIS MEN. 

Chauncey I. Filley may not be able to 
control the Federa] patronage of St. 
Louis or Missouri, but he runs the Civic 
Federation and Die Schmierkase Verein. 

In Republican politics in Missouri the 
issue is rapidly narrowing down to a 
question between a power concentrated 
at Washington and local self-govern- 
ment. In this contest Herr Filley stands 
for local self-government, with the Civic 
Federation and Die Schmierkase Verein 
solidly behind him. 

We speak not of Ziegenhein, or of 
Wurzbureer, or Schweickhardat, gor Stud- 
Hiczka. All these are important figures 
standing for the principle of local self- 
government against Washington usurpa- 
tion. But, powerful ag they are, these 
men are only individuals in a great cause. 
The real forces of public opinion; the 
real organized expression of protest 
Cxsainst concentration of power, is in the 
two societies, the Civic Federation and 
Die Schmierkase Verein. And with these 
behind him, how can Filley fail? 

It is true that Kerens has some high 
connections in national politics. He is 
hand-in-glove with Senators. He is in 
business association with the business 
interests Mr. McKinley does most re- 
gard. He is an adept in the ground- 
floor arrangements learned in the old 
Blaine school of Republican politics. 
But if the principle of local self-govern- 
ment Is not to perish, Filley, with Die 
Bchmierkase Verein and the Civic Feder- 
ation at his back, cannot fail to win.

THE GAME OF GERRYMANDER. 

Some of the Republicans in the Illinois 
House figure that it is possible in a new 
Senatorial apportionment to make twen- 
ty-threereliable Republican districts. But 
the Republicans in the Senate wing of 
the Illinois State Capitol are only figur- 
ing on eighteen rellable Republican dis- 
tricts. 

There are fifty-one legislative districts 
in the State, and even the enthusiasm of 
the House members has not been able, 
thus far, to figure out a safe majority. 
The Benate estimate is more likely to be 
justified. In the Republican tidal wave 
of 1804 the Democrats still held one-third 
of the Senate, and it is dificult to con. 
@eive of any future convulsion that could 
reduce either of the great parties to a 
‘Smaller percentage in Senatorial repre- 


' @entation. 


It is creditable to the judgment of the 
calculators that they are not 
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innalliteity extravagant claims. But if they 
want tb make a new map, livid in its 
imaginative quality, and red with the 
blood of all the foes of Republicanism, let 
them hold a joint caucus. In such an 
assemblage they will find the statesmen 
who can make maps that will retire the 
Illinois Democracy to oblivion forever, 
and even wipe out the minority represen- 
tation provided for in the Illinois Consti- 
tution. 

The Democrats, in the session of 1893, 
had to deal with a number of such men, 
as honest as they were mistaken, Sev- 
eral of them had maps differing from the 
one that was finally adopted. Compar- 
ing all of these rejected plans with 
the election returns of 1894 or 1896 will 
show what a helpless condition, legisla- 
tively speaking, the party would now be 
in if either ofthem had been chosen. The 
very best apportionment possible, froma 
party point of view, was made by the 
Democrats that year. And yet it was en- 
tirely ineffective.

. MR. CARLISLE’S “PARTY.” 

Ex-Secretary Carlisle says he thinks 
the “National Democrats” should main- 
tain their organization separate from 
what he is pleased to term “the free sil- 
ver party,” but which is, as a matter of 
fact, the national Democratic party of 
the United States. 

When the bolters’ convention which 
met at Indianapolis last year organized 
a national committee and solemnly re- 
solved to “maintain a party organiza- 
tion,’’ the Post-Dispatch declared the ac- 
tion to be a threat designed to prevent 
the Democratic party, if defeated in 1896, 
from making another campaign on the 
lines of the Chicago platform. At that 
time, however, it was supposed that the 
Indianapolis ticket would command at 
least half a million votes, When it polled 
but one quarter of that number, and the 
Democratic party polled the largest vote 
in its history, the threat became ridicu- 
lous. ° 

Under the present election laws of most 
States, which make the polling of at least 
two per cent of the total vote In the last 
preceding election necessary to party rep- 
resentation on the official ballot, the Bolt- 
ocrats will not be entitled as a party to 
run an electoral ticket in any State. Last 
year they polled two per cent in but four 


States. These were Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts, Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire. In Connecticut they polled two 


and a half per cent of the total vote cast, 
in Massachusetts about the same per- 
centage, in New Hampshire about four 
and a half per cent, and in Vermont 
about two and a quarter per cent. In 
none of these four States did they poll 
as high as five per cent of the total vote. 
In none of the other States did they poll 
to exceed one per cent of the total. 

This is the ‘National Democratic 
party” which proposes to “keep up its 
organization” as a menace to Democ- 
racy. After one campaign it finds itself 
in such humiliating position that, in the 
next election, as in the last, it must £0 
on the ticket by petition of electors, if it 
goes on at all. For even in the States 
where it polled two per cent last year it 
is not maintaining the form of organiza- 
tion or exhibiting any of the activity or 
potency of a genuine party. Nowhere 
is it recognized as a political force. No- 
where is it considered as an element in 
party calculations. But everywhere it 
is recognized as a floating derelict, too 
amall and too rotten to be dangerous, 
and not worthy of a place in political 
chartings. 

But without It, what would become of 
Carlisle and Bynum and the others of the 
invalid corps, who pose as its leaders at 
Belshazzar banquets, and magnify its 
numbers as Falstaff did the buckram 
men at Gad’s Hill? To these and such 
as these it stands for a force with which 
to bring Croesus to terms with them. To 
everybody else it means nothing but im- 


potent dishonor.

HIS TRIAL FOR AN ASSAULT. 


He Claims the Girl Had No Occasion 
to Scream When He Vis- 
ited Her.

In the trial of Edward McNulty for as- 
Ssaulting Anna E. Daly, the back of a 
white shirt was offered in evidence by the 
State. Mrs. Sallie Hubbard, aunt of Miss 
Daly, identified it as the one she tore from 
McNulty when she went to the rescue of 
her niece. 

Last September McNulty was arrested on 
complaint of Miss Daly and her aunt. The 
case went to trial Thureday, and the day 
was consumed im hearing the evidence. 
Friday morning Judge Zachritz read his in- 
structions to the jury and the attorneys 
made their arguments. 

Miss Daly had been living with Mrs. 
Udell in Benton, and on Sept. 12 went to 
visit her aunt, Mrs. Hubbard, at 5071 Ridge 
avenue. McNulty’s parents occupy the first 
floor and rent the second to Mrs. Hubbard. 
Miss Hubbard said that during the night 
she was awakened by Ed McNulty, who 
was standing near her bed. He had noth- 
ing on but a shirt. When he saw that she 
was awake, she says, he threw himself on 
the bed. She screamed for ‘‘Aunt Sallie.” 

Mrs. Hubbard testified that hearing the 
screams of her niece she rushed into Miss 
Daly’s room. She grabbed the tail of Mc- 
Nulty’s shirt. She pulled so hard that the 
back of the shirt gave way at the collar 
band and Mrs. Hubbard fell back on the 
floor. She held to the fragment of the 

irt. 

She then ran down stairs. screaming, and 
told Mr. and Mrs. McNulty, the defend- 
ant’s parents, that a burglar was choking 
Miss Daly. It was dark in Miss Daly's 
room and Mrs. Hubbard did not recognize 
the man whose shirt she had torn. 

McNulty was found in the hall by his 
father and ordered from the house. Six 
hours lbater he was arrested. 

McNulty testified that he was drunk, but 
that earlier in the evening Miss Daly had 
told him that she would leave the door to 
her room ajar and he might visit her. He 
came in the back door after midnight and 
at the top of the stairs on the second floor 
he disrobed. Then he went into the room, 
the door of which was ajar. The scene 
that followed he admitted was correctly 
described by Miss Daly and her aunt. 

Mrs. Udell was called to prove the char- 
acter of Miss Daly. She never heard any 
one discuss the chastity of the young lady, 
although the pastor ha’? said she was a 
good Sunday-schoo] teacher. 

Mrs. G. W. Gammage, a nice, white-ha'red 
old lady, got angry when questioned about 
Miss Daly’s reputation, which she had 
never heard discussed. As she left the 
stand and was passing Attorney Rollins’ 
seat she looked daggers at him, said “Thank 
you,’’ tartly and stuck out her tongue and 
wrinkled her nose at him much as school 
girls would do. 

That threw the court room 
and it required five minutes 
to restore order.

McGowan kept in the lead, and turned the 
corners, ran through gardens, up alleys and 
across vacant fields, and finally reached the 
western entrance to Tower Grove Park. 

By this time his purruers were close 
upon him, and he threw tne bath tub, con- 
taining the other articles, into the shrub- 
bery. He darted in and about the trees, 
but the crowd followed, and fearing capt- 
ure in the open, McGowan concealed him- 
self under a low hanging pine tree. 

It required but a few minutes for the min 
and women.-to find him and drag him from 
his retreat. By this time the crowd num- 
bered 200 people. 

The men were pummeling nim with their 
fists, and the women were using farm im- 
plements to good advantage, when Patrol- 
men Stone and Davis, mounted, rode up. 

They wedged their way through the crowd 
and took possession of the prisoner and led 
him to the Mounted District Police Station.

QUESTION OF TAXES. 


Suit to Determine the City’s Interest 
in the Mullanphy Estate. 


The Mullanphy estate tax case was up be- 
fore Judge Klein in court room No. 1 for 
argument Friday. The suit was brought by 


the Mullanphy board against the City Col- 
lector to restrain him from assessing and 
collecting taxes against the Mullanphy 
property, on the ground that the property 
coal » belongs to the city and was left to the 
city by Bryan Mullanphy in his will. 

Judge R. KE. Rombauer, representing the 
Mullanphy board, championed this position, 
and W. C. Marshall, the City Counselor, 
took the other side and argued the con- 

ry. 
"The whole controversy came about in a 
pecullar manner. The County Collector by 
mistake taxed some Mullanphy property 
which has never before been assessed for 
taxation. 

The board protested and the question was 
raised as to the eligibility of the Mullanphy 
property for taxation. The City Counselor 
decided that it was taxable and the Col- 
lector made out his tax bills accordingly. 
This was the first attempt made to tax the 
Mullanphy estate, and it naturally raised 
quite a commotion tn the board. A previous 
case of Charles Grew against the board for 
fees was cited as a precedent. 

When Judge Klein decided the case an ap- 
peal was taken. It was argued that the ap- 
peal did not Ile to the Court of Appeals, be- 
cause the city was an interested party and 
that the case should go direct to the 
Supreme Court. Judge Kiein in that case 
decided that the city was only a trustee 
and not directly interested, and granted an 
appeal to the Court of Appeals. There a 
decision was reached and a demurrer filed 
on the ground that the court had no juris- 
diction on the same grounds as raised be- 
fore Judge Klein. Judge Rombayer, then 
on the Appeals bench, decided tha the city 
was not a party directly in interest. 

The issue to be decided now ts whether 
the Mullanphy estate is city property or 
not. Tf it is, it is exempt from taxation, 
and ff it {is not it must pay taxes like any 


other propersy.

STANTON SHICEK IS DEAD AND HIS 
FATHER MAY SUE. 


ONE OF O'CONNOR'S VICTIMS. 


Young Man Who Had Delusions About 
Religion Dies From a Fract- 
ure of the Skull. 


Stanton Shick, one of the men whose 
skulls crazy John O’Connor broke April 13 
at the City Hospital, died at 5:3 Friday 
morning. 

Shick was unconsctous for several days, 
then sustained a paralytic stroke. The skull 
was trephined, and for a while it was 
thought he would recover. Arrangements 
were made to remove him, but his condi- 
tion became worse, and Dr, Sutter con- 
sidered it unsafe. 

Among the thirty Inmates of the observa- 
tion ward at the time of the tragedy were 


Shick, O’Connor and Henry Dockery. Dur- 
ing the temporary absence of the guard 
O’Connor went into the toilet room adjotn- 
ing the ward. In the hall, a few feet from 
the grated door, was a hammer, left there 
by a workman. O’Connor could not reach 
it with his hands, but taking a broom 
dragged it toward him, and drew it through 
the bars. 

Brandishing the hammer over his head 
he brought it' down with great force on the 
head of Henry Dockery, one of the un- 
fortunate pattents. Dockery sank to the 
floor unconscious with his skull fractured. 
Shick saw the blow and ran toward O’Con- 
nor to disarm him. The crazy man dealt 
him a vicious blow on the head, and he fell 
unconscious. O'Connor chased another 
patient into a closet before he was over- 
powered. Four days later he was removed 
to the Insane Asylum. 

Shick was 28 years old and was a son of 
Nathan Shick, a well-known pottery manu- 
facturer of Metropolis, lil. He was a type- 
setter employed on a morning paper. iis 
mind became unbalanced on religion during 
the series of meetings conducted at Music 
Hall by Evangelist Moody, and his actions 
were such he was removed from his board- 
ine-house at 1931 Marcus avenue and was 
held at the City Hospital for observation. 

When his father learned of the accident 
that had befallen him he came here and 
arranged to have Stanton removed to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospita!, but his condi- 
tion never becamé such as to permit it. 

It is said that Mr. Shick contemplates 
bringing a damage suit against the city.

Unidentified Man Found Dead Near a 
Railroad Track. 


An unknown man was found dead at 5:30 
o’clock Friday morning by Maggie and Nel- 
son Jones near the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road tracks, 100 feet west of the River des 
Peres. 

The women notified Patrolman Walsh of 
the Mounted District, and the remains were 
taken to the Morgue by the City Under- 
taker. : 

The man had been dead for several hours 
when his body was discovered. He had 
evidently been walking along the track 
and had been struck by a passing train. 
The body was not badly mangled. There 
was a fracture of the skull and the left 
leg had been broken between the ankle and 
knee. 

At the Morgue, a pocketbook containing

It was dated Feb. 2%, 1897, and 
from the contents indicated that Wlady- 
storo Kneszinski had worked forty days 
for Renny Benninger. No place is desig- 
nated on the paper. 

The dead man was about 35 years old, 
§ fect 7 inches tall, light hair and mus- 
tache. He wore a dark sack coat and vest 
blue overalls and a calico shirt. No hat 
was found.

This will cause the water to flow over the 
top of the levee along the entire river front, 
will cover the Wabash tracks and will 
cause the seepage to rise nearly to the first 
floor of al! buildings on Wharf street. 

How much higher the river will go de- 
pends upon the weather. Every condition 
is ripe for a flood, and a heavy rain, gener- 
al throughout Missouri, would probably 
cause a stage as high if not higher than 
fn 1892. 

The stage Friday is the highest since Mr. 
Frankenfield came to the St. Louts office, 


three years ago, and is the highest since 
the memorable flood of 1892. 

Mr. Frankenfield has delved over old rec- 
ords, both official and unofficial, and he 
gives the following table to show the stages 
of high water.“within the memory of

As this is the highest water during his 
term of office in St. Louls, Mr. Frankenfleld 
was desirous Friday of witnessing the ef- 
fect of the turbulent stream, and, accom- 
panied by a Post-Dispatch reporter, he 
walked from the foot of Chestnut street to 
above the Eads Bridge. 

The lowest point of the Levee is at the 
foot of Lucas avenue and Morgan street. 
There the water is flowing over two of the 
Wabash tracks and by Saturday morning 
dt will be over the third. A rise of another 
foot and trains will be unable to move, for 
the fire will be put out in the fire boxes. A 
rise of another foot at this point will also 
Qiood the first floor of bulldings. 

There were busy scenes all along the 
levee front Friday morning. Roustabouts 
were engaged moving freight to the side 
streets that run down to the wharf, and 
occupants of P':'ldings at the lowest point 
were taking the precaution to remove ev- 
erything thai might be damaged by water 
@way from the first floor. 

Every cellar along the front is now filled 
with seepage water, but ample warning 
had been - A of this rise and no proper- 
ty has been damaged. 

River men are having a hard time of it. 
The stream is filled with trees and lumber 
that are being carried down and the pilots 
@re kept busy dodging the flotsam which 
threatens damage to wheels and propellers. 

The current sweeps in shore to the St. 
Louis side, and every steamer on the river 
front had her paddles revolving Friday 
morning so as to aid the hawsers in bear- 
ing the strain. 

A hawser atretched from the Missouri 
River Commission steamer C. R. Suter 
parted early Friday morning, and there was 
some lively work before another could be 
stretched. 

Navigation under the Fads Bridge is ex- 
he ge dangerous, and the river is 80 
high that a number of boats cannot pass 
beneath the structure. At the present 
Stage the highest point of the central span 
is but thirty-six feet above the water. 

“This shows what effect small tributary 
streams can have,"’ remarked Mr. Frank- 
enfield. “‘Nearly all this water comes out 
of the Des Moines and Fox Rivers, andj a

The Azbill castle is of frame, 
with a tumble down fence, and a yard in 
the rear containing a fine collection of do- 
mestic animals, including a ferocious dog, 
which at the moment of observation was at- 
tached to a schooners’ cable, and therefore 
innocuous. A couple of ladies who live up 
stairs, said they did not know where Mrs. 
Azbll was, but “I can tell you where the 
old man is,”’ said one, and she pointed toa 
brewery not far away. ‘‘He’s been there a 
month or more, and doesn’t seem to want 
to be any other place.”’ 

“‘He’s drunk all the time and it will be a 
good thing if he’s locked up for sixty days,”’ 
added the fair neighbor. Rev. Menta Stur- 
eee. pastor of the Tower Grove Baptist 
Shurch, who lives at 4226 Norfolk avenue, 
said he had heard of some disturbance on 
Sunday, but there was no interruption of 
the ceremoni 

“The fact is,” said he, “I did not know 
it was going on until afterward. I under- 
stand this man Azbill is an inebriate who 
likes to disturb political and religious gath- 
erings, and makes his wife's life a burden.

The Republican Factions Torn Up 
Over the St. Louis Sur- 
veyorship. 


The Kerens and Filley factions of local 
Republicanism are now Greeks and Turks 
in their contests over the spoils of Fed- 
eral office. 

They are especially excited in connection 
with Mr. CG H. Smith’s appointment as 
Surveyor of the Port of St. Louis, made 
by President McKinley in spite of all the 
Filley protests. 

Since Mr. Smith's name was sent to the 
Senate for confirmation, the Filleyites have 
caused over 200 telegrams to be forwarded 
to Washington in protest, resulting in the 
hanging up of the appointment, 

The Kerensites laughed at all this as be- 
ing mere inventions of the enemy, but on 
Friday an affidavit appeared, made by M. 
F. Doud of St. Louis, and addressed to 
Congressman Bartholdt, asserting that Mr. 
Smith “was in Jefferson City at the last 
session of the General Assembly offering 
$30,000 to bribe members to vote for R. C. 
Kerens for United States Senator,’’ and 
that he (Doud) was “one who was ap- 
proached with the proposition.”’ 

This affidavit is declared by Mr. Smith, 
who was interviewed in Washington, to be 
“infamously false,’’ but the subject has 
been referred to Senator Frye and is caus- 
ing much comment in Republican stead- 
fastnesses. 

Mr. Doud ts an insurance agent with an 
office near the sky floor of the Chemical 
building, but his office was locked tight and 
hard Friday, and it was said he had gone 
out of town on business. He came to St. 
Louis several years ago from Warrensburg, 
and became connected with a local newspa- 
er as a canvasser in Illinois and Missourt. 

e spent most of his time at Jefferson City 
during the last session of the Legislature, 
presumably with an eye on proposed insur- 
ance legislation. 

Meanwhile he dabbled somewhat ex- 
tensively in local Republican politics, and 
in the last campaign became more or 
less prominent as the “Chairman of the Na- 
tional Silver Party.”’ It was in that ca- 
pacity he appeared before:Secretary of State 
Lesueur and endeavored to have the nomi- 
nations of his party filed but the Secretary 
refused to receive them, on the ground that 
the caption was misleading, and the courts 
wupinnes him.

EXPECTS MANY GOOD RESULTS. 


The Venerable Southern Methodist 
Gossips of His Fifty Years 
in the Pulpit. 


¥ 


The announcement that the Rev. Dr. 
John Mathews, the venerable pastor of the 
Centenary Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, is to preach in the Century Theater 
Sunday evening has been received with a 
great deal of interest by those church peo- 
ple who know the minister's power in the 
pulpit and who believe that some of the 
seeds sown by him will take root. 

Many people in S8t. Louts know Dr. 
Maihews, and many more will know him 
after Bunday, for the theater will certainly 
be crowded, and in that congregation there 
will be numbers who might be reached in 


no other way, men too busy to pause and 
listen to the Salvation Army's detachments 
or the Gospel Wagon, and yet who never 
go to church. 

The Rev. Dr. Mathews is one of the most 
popular preachers in St. Louis, He is not 
much of an oraior and pays little attention 
to rhetoric, to siyle and the selection of 
words. He is simply a homely preacher, a 
man whose very personal appearance at- 
tracts attention, and who is able to hold 
it by the force of his earnestness. He 

imself jaughingly declares he has no dig- 
nity in the pulpit, and to that ‘he attributes 
in a measure whatever popularity he 
may have. He has a seemingly inexhaust- 
fbie fund of old-fashioned stories and an- 
ecdotes, but every one of them has a 
strong moral which the venerable preacher 
well knows how to point.. 

In his home at 3441 Pine street are many 

handsome articles of vertu and bric-a-brac, 
handsome furniture and fine preteres, but 
probably that which the eld gentieman 
rizes above them all is a simple little gilt 
rame hung in the alcove of the hallway. 
In this frame is a copy of the resolutions 
presented Dr. Mathews by the Epworth 
yeague in December of last year, when he 
completed his fiftieth year as a minister. 

Dr. Mathews talked entertainingly to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter of his work in this 
city, of missions in genera’. and of the 
reasons which induced him finally to consent 
to preach outside his own church. The doc- 
tor is of fine pom appearance, well pro- 
portioned and upright, stalwart and active 
enough to shame many a man twenty years 
his junior. His face is smooth-shaven and 
but lightly touched by the wrinkling hand 
of time, his forehead is broad and high, and 
is surmounted by the thin gray hair which, 
more than anything else, .shows his age. 
But his, eyes, gentle, kindly and twinkling 
behind his gold-rimmed spectacles, do their 
share to attract the friendship and the 
love of all brought into contact with him. 

“While it may be a departure to preach 
in theaters in St, Le@uis, yet it is no new 
thing for me, and many preachers, in that 
kind of a pulpit, have been the means of 
doing much good. In New Orleans, where I 
was stationed for several years, I preached 
in the theaters a number of times, and 
was told I accomplished some littie good. 

“During the ten or eleven years I have 
been in Bt. Louis I have preached four or 
five times in the Exposition Building, but I 
had to give it up. The strain upon my 
voice was too much, although my hearers 
said my voice was audible to the remotest 
corner of the hall. Yet each time I did 
myself more harm than would have re- 
sulted from fifty sermons in my own 
church, 

“Some days ago I was requested to preach 
in the theater Sunday evening, but I de- 
clined, not wishing to give up my Sunday 
vening services in my own ahurch,. Every 
Bunday night Centenary Church is crowded 
with people, many of them not church mem- 
bers or church-goers, but they seem to 
like what they hear and come again. To use 
a church phrase, our church jis in what is, 
call a state of grace. Great interest is 
manifested, and there is never a Sunday 
but that we have from two to twenty con- 
versions and additions to the church. I was 
unwilling to seem to pause or halt in this 
work by giving up my Sunday night serv- 
ices, but some of my leading members 
thought I could do more good in the theater, 
and,“upon the agreement that the Sunday 
night services in Centenary would not be 
qoandonee, I consented to preach in the 
Century eater,”’ 

“Do you think the down town field a fer- 
tile one?’ was asked the minister. 

“Certainly; in every large city there is an 
element of the population out of the way of 
churches, These men may be at work al! 
the week and may devote Sunday to recrea- 
tion or pleasure, or they may be idlers, who

“Dr. Mathews, to what, looking back

SAW. HIS NEIGHBORS DROWN. 


John Langton and John Kelsey Have 
Lost All Fear of the 
Great River. 


Seven persons and a dog started in a skiff 
Friday morning down the Mississippi. A 
man clad in a thin suit of homespun sat 
in the bow, boat hook in hand, to ward off 
driftwood. The dog stood near him. On 
the forward thwarts was another man sim- 
llarly clad, who held the oars, 

Two women occupied the next seat and 
were glad they were compelled to sit so 
close together, for they were clad in ging- 
ham and wore poke bonnets. A little boy 
sat on the bottom at their feet, and 
wrapped himself in a quilt. On the after 
seat was another woman, also in gingham 
and poke bonnet. She held in her arms a 
baby of 8 months. 

The men are John Langton and John Kel- 
sey. They, their wives and children are, 
flood refugees from the South. They are 
clad just as they were three weeks ago, 
when on a balmy spring night the water, 
rushing through a crevasse, carried away 
their Eons and they were compelled to 
fles with such property as they could lay 
their hands on. 

Behind the little skiff which carried the 
two families was a second boat kept In tow. 
It was laden to the gunwale with bedding, 
boxes, an oi] stove, some canned goods,

This was all the personal property that 
John Langton and John Kelsey had saved 
from the angry waters.

over the gunwale, which was almost on a 
rate ine, 

"Oe oon who bade the travelers God speed 
were roustabouts and recop.ized that only 
dire distress caused the perilous trip. 
“They won't go ten miles before they cap- 
ize,’’ said one. 

: “They'll upset when they catch the water 
from the first steamer,” said another. 

All watched the deep-laden skiff with | 
another as deeply laden in tow until the two | 
disappeared in the haze that had gathered 
over the Mississippi. 
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Several of the roustabouts had urged the 
men not to put out and warned them that 
such heavily laden boats could not live long 
in the treacherous current. 

The smaller of the two men laughed. 

“‘Pardner,”’ said he in words of soft South- 
ern accentuation, “if you'd been thro’ what 
we have I reckon you wouldn't be afeered. 
‘Sides, what if we do go to the bottom? It’s 
better than starvin’, ain't it?’ 

It was then that John Langton, the 
speaker, told his story to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. First he pused several letters 
from his pocket. The had been wet and 
were soiled, but lines of hearty recommen- 
Gation could be deciphered and the signa- 
tures were those of wealthy planters of 
Louisiana. One letter, signed by Henry 
Troninger, of Atherton post-office, was ad-— 
dressed to the Anchor Line and asked that 
John Langton and wife, flood refugees, be 
given transportation North and he would 
meet the expense. 

“I kept a landing stage at Point Lookout, 
La., for the Anchor Line,” said Langton. 

“T had a nice little house on the other 
side of the bank and last fall my wife and 
I had fitted it out throughout. About three 
weeks ago—I disremember the date—there 
Was a crevasse above our place and th 
water swept in. I heard it coming a3! @ 
felled to Mary. She was undressing fo. | 
ved and just had time to slip on her gown. | 
I ran down with some guilts and some foo @! 
and we got into the skiff just as the water?’ 
came. I was pulling out when I heard a 
cry. Then I thought of my neighbor, Sam 
Winters. He came from some part here- 
abouts. I saw him, his wife and four chil- 
dren in a skiff and called to him to look 
out for I saw a big log coming. He couldn't 

ull out of the way and over went his skiff. 

saw him dive and I think he was trying 
to save the baby. But he didn’t. I pulled 
toward him, but he went down. All of ’em 
went down. 

“Three days and three nights wife and I 
rowed around in the skift through the 
woods. In daylight we could pull up to the 
levee but at night we didn’t dare. Several 
times we were shot at. 

“On the fourth day we were taken aboard 
a steamboat with our skiff. They took us 
aB far as Vicksburg. We were in Vicks- 
burg a week and then I got the Anchor 
Line people to give me a passage to St. 
Louls on the letters I had. But when the 
boat, which was the City of St. Louis, 
started the mate said we couldn’t have any- 
thing to eat unless we gave up our skiff, 
and I had to doso. We arrived at St. Louis 
Tuesday night. On the steamer I met John 
Kelsey of Bolivar, Miss. He had his wife, 
her sister and his two children with him. 
They also had lost all but a little bedding, 
and they had been four days and nights 
in their skiff. Kelsey was better off than 
I for he had $100. 

“We tried Wednesday and Thursday to 
find work in 8t. Louis and couldn't. Then 
Kelsey sald he would buy another sk‘ff in 
which we would load our property and we 
could all bunch into his. He said we could 
make a living fishing at Sulphur Springs 
in Missouri, and so we decided to start. 

“Our families lived in a room over &@ sa- 
loon since we arrived. 

“Now we are off, and I don’t much care 
whether we go to the bottom or not.”

LITTLE JAMES M’HALE FATALLY

ONE LEG CRUSHED TO PULP. 


The Child Was Trying to Board a Cass 
Avenue Electric Train When
